Democracy” in Pittsburg

not to exceed, let u- say, 48 |>a(;cs. from the Survey 
of "Living l.on<litio:is in I’itlsburg," nude by the Sage 
Foundation, which was published in "Charities and 
Commons, No. 14, 19 and 23." 1 have never seen ^more convinc¬ 
ing and more amiplete condemnation of capitalism and capitalist con¬ 
ditions,, frtun so conservative a source. 1 am surprised that the So¬ 
cialist pa|)ers are not giving, this "Survey" more attention. The prop¬ 
aganda value of the work is immense. 

< )f special interest are the chapters written 'v Prof. John R. Com¬ 
mons (\Vagc Earners in Pittsburg 1 , John Andrew I'iteh (The Steel 
Industry and the Labor Prttblem) and by Crystal Eastman (.\ Year's 
Work Accidents and Their Cost). 

The nuterial furnished by this "Survey"—which is all Itased upon 
original research — is so extensive and overwhelming that it 
woiilil be useless to try to give even an idea of it in a short article. 
However, a good review can be found in the H'orld's Work. The 
following are the main features: 

« « * 

Si.xty years ago. there was not a blasting furnace near the junc- 
fu)n of the Allegheny and Morongaliela rivers. ' To-tlay, there arc 
forty-seven of them in or about lA'ttsburg, capable together of turning 
out more than eighteen thottsand tons of pig-iron a day. Iron and 
steel are bound to make the employers prospenms beyonil the ordi¬ 
nary. 

Tliis prosjierity, however, might liave am>cared in a more normal 
way, but for the creation of special high tariff and railroad privileges. 
These quickly ami logically led to' the concentration of the whole steel 
industry in the hands of a practicallv mono])olistic corporation of gi¬ 
gantic proportions—in the hands of the steel trust. 

• • * 

Up to 1892, the organization of the workers in iron and steel had 
been proceeriing steadily, with some advantage to themselves — they 
had formed a sort of a workingman’s aristocracy—and with tremen¬ 
dous ijlsadvant^es to the mill-owners. Then came the big Home¬ 
stead strike. The crushing defeat suffered by the strikers sounded 
the death-knell of unionism in Allegheny county. 

• « * 

It seemed also to serve as an eagerly awaited signal for vast 
numbers of a wholly new class of immigrants, coming from the pov¬ 
erty-stricken and ni-govemcd regions of .Southern and Eastern Europe 
to do here whatever they might be asked, in any way and at any 
price. 

For ten years the employers have been able to arrange hours and 
pay and conditions completely in accordance with their own selfish 
anil inhuman interests. For ten years wages have been cut, hours 
extended, and—prices of iron and steel raised. 

And this helps to e.xplain the Pittsburg of today; a working 
class strip|)ed of every means for the protection of its rights and sink¬ 
ing lower and lower because of its loss. 

• • • 

Greater Pittsburg hopes to show a population of six hundred 
themsand in the next census. The Pittsburg district holds today 
more than eight hundred thousand. 

Out of every twenty persons in this territory, five are foreign 
born, eight arc native bom of foreign parents, while only seven are 
native bom of native parents—and among these seven there is at 
least one Negro. 

Out of every hundred foreign-born or foreign-descende<i persons, 
only one hailed from Southern or Ea.sten. Europe in 1880. At pres¬ 
ent this class of immigrants represents piobably one-third of the 
whole population. 

There are villages in Servia without an adult male under fifty, 
all of these gone to Pittsburg. 

It is not surprising, then, that Pittsburg is developing a sort of 
"lingua franca," composed largely of Slovak words. 

Tli:' is understood alike by I^li.sh and Lithuanian iron-workers, 
by Syrian and Arab peddlers, by Italian and Jewish stogie-makers— 
but missed for thp most part by the English-speaking people. 

"nie Carnegie Steel company employs about twenty-three thou¬ 
sand workers within the district. Concerning the foreign bom among 
these, some very instructive statistics are avalable. They -number 
In all, 17,340, or three workers out of four in the whole force. 

■Towether, they represent more than twenty distinct notionaiities, 
most of which in tnm embrace from three to twenty racial or lingual 
subdivisions. 

Considering only the predominant elements, we find that these ar¬ 
range themselves into two noups. 

On one side, fourteen tnouiand Austrians, Hungarians, Italians, 
and Russians, whom we may designate as Southern Europeans. On 
the other side, three thousand two hundred from the Bridsn Islands, 
Germany and Sweden, whom we may call Northern Europeans. 

• • • 

To the English-speaking workmen these poor men, ft-ith the un¬ 
pronounceable names and strange ways, are just ."hnnkics" — dumb, 
dull, driven working slaves—with whom competition is out of the 
question. Wherever they get in, the natives and the Northern Euro¬ 
peans withdrew. 

Whenever the latter find conditions too hard or wages too low, 
the Sourtiem Europeans apj^y eagerly. Everywhere tliey have been 
kept at the bottom so far. The worst jobs, and only these, are for 
than. 

But still they are coming in ever greater numbers, and by slow 
degrees they are pushing upwar' —steadily, inevitably as fate. 

To organize them seems to be a hopeless task. Their standard 
of living is too low—the nationalities are too far apart—there are 
religious and other prejudices, which the priests are careful to nurse 
and keep up. 

* * • 

There used to be’ big money for the workers who handled iron 
and steel. There is still a fairly good wage to be made by a very few 
of them. 

But for fifteen years the cutting of wages has been going on, 
until today, in many cases the best workers make less than half of 
what they used to earn. 

It has been figured out that every hundred workers in the steel 
mills and blast furnaces includes sixty men who make less than $2 a 
day, and a considerable number less than a dollar a day. 

* * * 

The underlying idea of the whole system is to get more out of a 
man by paying him less. Its fundamental rule is that if the. man 
drives the machine, he is paid by the piece; if the machine drives 
turn, he is paid for time. 

A trick constantly practiced is to urge tlte workers into exceed¬ 
ing their previous capacity for the purjiose of earning more, and 
dien to adajd the wage-rate to the new record in order that they 
may work still harder to retain their old earnings. One day’s record 
fanrariabty becomes the next day’s standard. 'T^is has prerved one of 
the most effective means of increasing the output. 

Usually there is a wage-maximum set for each cia,ss o*f work¬ 
ers; and, if it be passed, a wage-cut follcm-s immediately. 

• • • 

When trade is dull, inferior material is frequentiv given out in 
order to reduce wages, or the workers are laid off entirely. There 
is a cjtfiously unjust system of fioes for underworking in certain trades, 
but f^vment for overtime is rare anywhere and practically abolished 
h '.!;c jteci iuduslry. 

Tben there are bonuses for the breaking of records.

Evcrybi-Kly works long hours in Pitt.sburg shop- In this rcs|)ect 
there is .small distinction to make between different classes or races. 

The eight-hour dav is practically unknown in llie Cactories and 
mills. 

.Aiiioiig 16,000 men emjiloyed in the three larg> 'i plants of the 
I’nited Stales Steel corporation, in 1907, there werr- 120 men work¬ 
ing only eight hours a day. 

Most of these were eniploved at the Bessemer conrrrtors, where 
repeated attempts to keep the nK-nat work a longer niimlier of hours 
have proved futile, hecause of the extreme heat. 

• • • 

Outside of the steel indti.slry, the rule for mo-t workers is ten 
Iioiirs a day—or, rather, sixty hours a week distributi il m a manner 
best meeting the interests of the employer. 

.Among the steel and iron workers, the txoehM^u nr dii\ is frae- 
lieally Imc note. 

I'his law, slightly modified (lorgciy for the tror > holds grxxl 
seseu days of the uvek all the year through. .Vcillur SnnUays nor 
holidays cxi.t for these toilers. 

(hice every fortnight they work twenty-four hollr^ at a slreteh, 
in order tlial they niay have a full day of twenty-four hoiiry free the 
next week. 

* * * 

Birt still more ap{>alling than long hours, cruel eouditkiiis, and 
lurking disease is the cver-preserrt mettacc to life aitd liinh. 

<)f the blast furnaces and steel works it is esimiallv true that 
death, in its most dreadful form, dcxlgcs every step r-f the unwary or 
over-tired worker. 

Nor can the nwst cautions or wakeful among llir in lx- eoiisitlererl 
fully safe at a:iy lime. In the mills, broken legs, cnidied fingers, 
bnnied feet, and eyes pierced by fl.ring fragirrents 0/ Imt steel arc 
-IKikcn of as "minor acciilents.” 

The streets of Pittsburg arc crowdctl with defmnied and muti- 
latctl human sisecimens. Rows of crii>pleil beggars cr.'iieh near the 
mill entrances on jiay-days. 

The air in every workingman's home is tcn.se with the apprehen 
sion of coming disasl-r. One hears of wives trembling at a kmxrk, 
lest it imply a message that ber h'.:.-band is being carried home <lead. 

During the year emiing Jiinc_ 30, ifjoy, indusiri.il arcidents in 
-Allegheny county led to the killing' of saf) men. Tin- means that 
oiiee in every sirteen hovrs u man lost his life while at work. 

• • • 

It would he futile to even attempt to give a description of the 
housing conditions in Pittsburg in a few wordi. That description 
must he read in the Charities and in the Commons, and the plioto- 
graphs accomiianying it must be seen, in order to mnlcrsland the sit¬ 
uation. 

•As to the trades uniyn conditions, as staled before. Iliore is sim¬ 
ply no trades imkm movement of any aceoimt in Phtxhnrg since i8<*2. 

.And it might be of interest to recall the partienlar circniii'tances 
that gave the occasion for the great strike, brrause it show- the almost 
criminal short-sightedness of the trades union men. 

• * • 

In the sheet mills, in 1892, some of the employers, over the op¬ 
position of the men, succeeded in introducing a thrre-nirn system, 
thus providing for continuous operation with a working ilay of eight 
hours. 

Slxirtly before the Homestead strike, Jones R 1 -aughIin tried 
to change to the three turn system of eight Itoar shiUM on Uieir guide- 
mills, which were then rolling iron. Prcsideiat-'VjiMb aftd the other 
national officers of the Amalgamateil association strongly favored the 
cliange, but the men working in these particular mills refused to sub¬ 
mit to it. 

Their objections .seem to have been based on a fear that a re¬ 
duction in hours would mean a corresponding rediutioii in wages. 
This is an example of the shortsightedness which characterized the 
rank and file of that organization. 

The result was the strike—the “Battle on the Monnngahcla"—ami 
the total destruction of unionism in all the steel mills. large and 
small, in All^lieny count;j, and with the exception of a few of the 
sheet mills, its overthrow in all the 'mills throughonl the country. 

• • • 

Of course, under such circumstances there" cannot lie a strong 
Socialist movement in Hllsburg. The workingmen there have not 
time enough to sleep, and surely mil time enough to rat and drink, 
and where should they find time to think? 

Besides, the overwhelming majority comes from the countries 
where the general standard is very low. Tliey belong. a.s staled, to 
twenty different nationalities, each of which has about three sub-dia¬ 
lects. The overwhelming majority can neither -ead nor write, even in 
their own language. And they are under dommalion of tlte 
c/iurr/i to an almost incredible degree. The.' ke«i' np their own 
schools which are under the control of these priests, wlvi make it a 
point to sepatatc their flocks from the rest of the pr.jinl.ili<)n. 

• * • 

And as for the American and Northern EnroiH'an workmen 
which are in a small minority. Prof. Fitch informs u- that there is 
considerable Socialistic sc'itiment in all the mill town Hr says: 

"I met more Socialists in Homestead and Munhall llun elsewhere 
—mimerous enough to that I expected to find a local organization 
there, but in the four more important .steel centers. McKec-sixirt, Du- 
quesne, Braddoclc and Homestead there was ikrt, in r<x>7. a trace of a 
&>cia]istic local. This puzzled me a little until a Homestead steel 
worker told me that tliey had not dared have a locil witliin the bor 
ough. To be known as a Socialist, the men tbongiit, would be to 
court discharge.” 

Such is "Triumpliant Democracy" in Pittsburg. 

• • • 

But enough of this gloomy picture. 

The readers will understand why Andrew Catrngie, this great 
benefactor of humanity, can nvc away libraries. why Charles 
Schwab does build Roman Catholic cathedrals, amt nliy Harry Thaw 
is the t.vpe of a Pittsburg plutocrat of the zeromf gi iu rat ion. And 
why the anarchist AlexandCT Bericman was trvtitg ti slxiot H. H. 
Frick. 


And tliere is such a thing as 
a nemesis. The capitalists arc sow- 
ing a seed of dragon teem in Pitts¬ 
burg and in other places. 




It has come at last. In Pitts | 
burg, the city of rotten aUIcnncn,; 
rotten millionaires, and dirty atmos-' 
phere generally, preparations liavr' 
been made to build a skyscraper 
church. It will l>e of sixteen 
stories, with the church in the cen¬ 
ter, and money changers' offices all 
abmit and above it. so that it is a 
conqiact block, with only the form 
of the front windows to show which 
part it renders to I'arsar and which 
to Christ. Sort of slxjws the close¬ 
ness of the partnership between the 
church and commercialism in these 
degenerate davs.

7- Wcaltli i:i-l gxjwcr arc more girizrd ami more honored than 
wisilom, or indii 'ry, or virtue. 

8. Hundrc'l* of tlioitsands of men ami women, willing to work, 
are unable to foi-i ciiigiloyroenl. 

0 . While on the one lund wages are lowered on account ot 
over-production of roal. of cotton, and of corn, on the other hand 
many of our working gieopic are .slioit of bread, of fuel, and of 
ckithing. 

10. Nearly all the land and pmgierty in this country is owned by 
the non-worker-, and most of the laws arc made in the interests of 
those few rich gicople. 

11. The lutioiul agriculture is going rapidly to ruin to the great 
injury and gieril of the stale, and crogis are being cornered. 

12. Hirough cumgictition millions of men arc cingdoyed in useless 
and undignified work, and all the industrial machinery of the nation 
is thrown out 01 gear, so that one grectly rascal may overreach an¬ 
other. 

And we arc told that all tliesc things must reiiuin as they are, 
ill order tlut you may lie able to "gel a living."

. Your life may be divided intofuur sections: W^orking, eating, 
recreation, and sleeping. 

As to work. You arc employcil in a factory for from 53 to 70 
liours a week. Some of your comrades work harder, and longer, and 
in worse places. Still, as a rule. it. may be said of all your class 
tlut the houw-iif labor are too to-ig, that the labor is monotonous, 
mechanical, aaRl- .-evere. and that the surroundings are often unhealthy, 
nearly atwajs disaggreeable, and in many cases dangerous. 

Do youilotow the difference between "work" and "toir'L It is 
the difference between the work of the gg^ardencr and the toil of the 
gang slave I bt l wccn tlie work of the wood carver and the toil of the 
wood choppdri-’ 

We new fo gucid deal of talk about the idleness of tlie labor¬ 
ing classes MKl>the industry of the girofessional classes. There is a 
difference iivdlke work. The surgeon, or the sculgitor, following the 
work of his iMloice, may well work harder than the coal miner drudg¬ 
ing for a dally Vage. 

An artfot'lovcs Iris work, and secs in it the means of winning 
fame, gierlugM'fortune; an artisan sees in his toil a dull mechanical 
task, to be dour for bread, but never to be made to yield plea.sure, or 
pnilsF, 

As a rul^your work is hard and diaagroeable. 

N'ow,-wl^ ape yogir wages? 

I don't ggricaii'^vv. much money, but what life do you get as a 
reward of your toil? 

The question is, ttow do you live? What will your money buy? 

As I have shown already, you do not get enough leisure, nor 
enough fresh air, nor enough education, nor enough bi^th, and your 
town is very ugly and very dirty and very dull. 

And now let us sec how you live. First of all, in the matter of 
food. Your diet is not a good one It is not varied enougth, and 
nearly all the things you cat* and drink* are adulterated. 

I am much incliiieil to think that a vegetarian diet is the best, 
and I am sure that alcoholic liiiuors are unnecessary. But this by 
the way. If you do drink beer and spirits, it would be better to have 
them pure. At giresnit nearly all our liquors arc adulterated. 

But there is one ihin^ about your diet worse even than the qual¬ 
ity of the food, and (lal is the cookery. 

Poor Mrs. Smith gets married and faces ‘lie dough-board and the 
oven with the courage of desgieratkm, and the hope of ignorance. 
.She resembles the y-xing man wlai l ad never ^yed the fiilille, but 
had no doubt he nmlil griay it if he tried. Ana sometimes he does 
try, and so Mrs. Smith tnes to cook— with too much other drudgery- 
on to^i of it. 

From food wc a ill turn to clothmg. Oh! it is pitiful. Do you 
know- the meaning of the words "form'’ and "color?" Lcxik at our 
gx'ople's dress. nOIvsen-e the cut of it, the general threadbareness, 
g^Tcyness, and gl<xim.

It is mean bemuse fordly anything you wear is what it pre¬ 
tends to be, faecau-c it is adulterated and shoddy-made, and because it 
is insufScient Yes, fo nearly all your houses there is, despite our 
factory system, a decided scarcity of shirts and socks and shMls and 
towels and table linen. 

Come we now to the home. Your houses are not what they 
should be. I do nut allude to the inferior cottage—that is beneath no¬ 
tice. But let ns consider the abode of the more forunate worker. 
It has many faults 

It it bad^built, badly arranged, and badly fitted. The sanita¬ 
tion is bad. The rooms are much too small. There are no proper' 
^liances for cleantiness. There is a giainful dearth of light and air. 
The cooking uf^ances are simply barb^ut. 

Again. Of^uses are very aggly and mean. The streets are too 
narrow. Tbqst arc no gardens. Few working-class families have 
enou^ bedrogilis. and the bathroom is a luxury almost nnknovrn. 

In fine, WW hotuics are uwty, unhealthy, mconvenienl, dark, ilF 
built, ill-fitte^fnil dear.

F. \V. Sivyer, of the N. W. 
Malleable Iron Works, Milwraukee, 
before Uie National Manufacturers' 
convention in New York opposed 
a slam at organized'Ubor'and Mated 
that he was not opposed to union 
labor. Edward Basenberg. acting 
business agent of the Federated 
Trades council, says; "1 can say 
tliat 1 - have known Mr. Sivyer to 
deal very kindly with old employes 
who have been sick, etc. 

“At the same tune, it is a fact 
tlut Mr. Sivyer does not deal to 
any great extent with union labor. 
His shop is mostly manned by 
handy men. Again, he has recent¬ 


ly cut wages as much as 30 and 40 
per cent. Thus piecework, for 
which 25 cents was paid was first 
reduced to 2i cents, and then to 17 
cents; piecework at 18 cents went 
down to 13 cents, etc. I know that 
other manufacturers in his line 
hare done the same, and do not 
want to single him out unjustly. 

"Union labor will give him credit 
for the good he does, but 1 doubt 
whether ne can adequately appred- 
alc the bitter want of .a family that 
must subsist upon wages tix^ on 
the theory that no man is worth 
more than 83 a day in grod times 
and 30 or 40 per cent less in hard 
times,”

Annexation at Madison 


Madison. Wis.—Bill No. 805, A., 
the so-called annexation bill, has 
caused the committee oo cities of 
the legislature no little annoyance. 
Tlic bill at first was too drastic, but 
a substitute w^ introduced to meet 
the objections. This bill gives 25 
pCT cent of electors the right to in¬ 
itiate annexation, and a referendum 
as a final decision ui the territory to 
be annexed Even to this bill ob¬ 
jections were made, and to please 
the opposition the committee had 
another hearing last Friday. The 
opposition was all from North Mil- 
vn^ee. not objecting to the princi¬ 
ple in the bill, but to some minor 
details. Such was the position of 
all but one who wanted the free¬ 
holders to have all the say. Sena¬ 
tor Bodenstab reminded the com¬ 
mittee of the sacred rights of prop¬ 
erty and AssemUj-man Peter Leqch 
appeared on the scene with amend¬ 
ments to substitute the word free¬ 
holder for electors wherever they 
appeared in the bill. Mr. Richter, 
of the real estate firm of Richter 
and Dick, took Peter to task for bis 
fossilized ideas about the freehotd- 


et, he refreahed Peter’s memory 
about the indirert taxes |>aid by the 
tenant, and in various ways pointed 
out that the frerluitiliT was but a 
small part to tlie growtii, develop- 
men and progre— .if a city, and that 
it would be folli to have a few 
truck gardener- -laud in the way.

lars per acre.'’''
